Foz Monſier 
Iean de Primadian, Regifterer to the Biſhoppe ol

Bloys,his Maieſties Foꝛtes all met, and ropallyco» 
united themſelues together, at what time the bzaue 
woꝛthies and warlcke Gallants of Germany appea⸗ 
ring on hoꝛſebacke in Martiall ozder , euery one 
thzoughly furniched with all habiliments neceſſarie, 
were fir welcomed by his Maieſtie, and entertays 
ned of the Campe with a peale of oꝛdinance iopful- 
ty, But whereas inthe letter (from whence Jcop⸗ 
pied out this Mewes) all his Foꝛces be named, and 
pet no mention made of the Engliſh , J ſuppoſe he 
meant it by the foꝛtes of the Almaygnes onelp, and 
thoſe his own ſubieas that were ſent out of Brytain 
to ioyne with bis Maieſties hoaſt there, and none o⸗ 
therwiſe.

For the newes be- 
ing not inacted in our own Countrey, 
comming from farre, as alſo wee our 
ſelues not preſent, or oculati teſtes, but 
rely ing on letters, bare reportes, and 
hereſay, like tees auriti, wee muſt 
needes miſſe of much of the matter, & 
ſometimes happily, (or rather vnhap- 
pily) either in too much, or too little 
cõmit an abſurditie;But(as I ſaid be- 
fore) aſſure your ſelues, wee ſwarue 
not wittingly one tittle from truth, 
but haue inquired diligently thereat- 
ter, & offred vnto your view nothing

but that we haue ſeen in the letters of 
credible perſons, or been inſtructed 
of at the hands of men of account, or 
that commonly paſſeth for trueth at 
the Exchange, or hath been preached 
to the French congregation, or is toſ- 
fed vp & dovn at the Ambaſſadours 
houſe in the mouthes of the beſt; 
which al inmy opinionmay ſerue for 
a certificate autentique. Bur leauing 
theſe ambages, and eleauing to your 
curteſje, I beſeech you in courteſie be 
not too curious, but more villing to 
lep ouer a block, than wilfull to ſtum- 
ble at a ſtrawe, conſidering the fineſt 
Veluet hath his brack, and no thing is 
fo currantly writte, but admitts ſome: 
crabbed imperfection, & may 
captiouſſy bee miſcon- 
ſtred.
